No.  6;  Lougeetown,  No.  7;  Allen's  Milk  No.  8;  Cor- 
ner, No.  9;  Sanborn,  No.  10;  Gale,  No.  11  ;  Jones' 
Mills,  No.  13;  Griffin,  No.  14;  Lamprey,  No.  17;  Iron 
\\  orks,  No.  18.  The  whole  number  of  scholars  at- 
tending school  the  past  year  has  been  173  ;  Boys  88;

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

By  the  requirement  of  the  statutes,  we  herewith 
submit  this  our  annual  report,  showing  the  condi- 
tion of  the  schools  in  the  town  of  Gilmanton.  As 
we  h  ive  in  our  remarks  treated  each  school  in  a 
somewhat  extended  manner,  we  think  but  little  need 
be  said  under  the  head  of  general  remarks. 

With  one  or  two  exceptions  our  schools  for  the 
year  have  been  a  success.  A  good  amount  of  work 
has  been  done,  and  in  a  manner  satisfactory.  The 
average  attendance,  as  reported  by  the  several  teach- 
ers, is  on  the  gain,  thus  proving  that  there  is  a  grow- 
ing interest  on  the  part  of  the  parents  and  scholars 
in  their  schools.  This  is  a  step  in  the  right  direc- 
tion. We  believe  schools  and  schooling,  the  great 
benefit  to  be  derived  from  the  same,  should  be  dis- 
cussed with  our  children,  and  so  far  as  possible  show 
to  them  the  great  importance  of  their  attending 
school  every  day  it  is  in  session,  and  of  their  getting 
at  least  a  good  common  school  education.  We  are 
pleased  to  note  that  the  visitations  of  our  schools  is 
on  the  increase.  The  number  of  visitors  the  past 
year  being  about  double  what  it  was  about  five  years 
ago  Rest  assured  your  teachers  enjoy  your  visits, 
and  your  children  will  profit  by  them.  Some  of  our 
teachers  have  introduced  some  of  the  modern  meth- 
ods of  instruction  which  I  believe  will  be  very  ben- 
eficial. We  believe  the  time  is  past  when  scholars 
ar  •  required  to  commit  their  lessons,  merely  to  be 
able  to  recite  by  topic,  leaving  the   principles  which 
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should  be  established,  wholly  out  of  the  question. 
We  believe  there  is  no  better  way  to  fix  the  princi- 
ples of  a  lesson  than  by  written  work  and  frequent 
written  tests.  Therefore  we  say  to  our  teachers  the 
more  written  work  the  better.  At  your  last  annual 
election  #ioo  was  appropriated  for  general  repairs 
of  school-houses.  It  was  found  absolutely  necessary 
that  <  ne  side  of  the  Kelley  school-house  should  be 
shingled,  and  that  an  outbuilding  should  be  built. 
We  also  were  compelled  to  furnish  one  outbuilding 
in  the  Cogswell  district,  and  one  was  built  on  Page 
Hill,  which  with  incidental  repairs  about  equalled 
the  amount  raised.  For  an  itemized  statement  we 
would  refer  you  to  the  treasurer's  report. 

We  hereby  return  thanks  to   all   throughout  the 
town  for  their  kindness  and  courtesy.
